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PREFACE. 



It appean that the Iliad* in Mukigy to the Natiooel Inatatutioina of the Homerio 
period, vaa mtended not ftr mu» private itodj, but ftr popdar and oompetitiTe 
nwitation. It vas leoiked, aoeordmg to Uie vttge of tiwae tunea^ hefim a pnUk 
aMomMy, amid llie pUsnditB of an audienoe alike oapthrated with zta hamony 

and hcroiam, with its energy and majesty, and with its primitive minutenees 
and simplicity. It was repeated afterwards by the Rhapsodiats in popular 
ballade, and again and again recited before oompetiiig majoritiefl, until at length 
all the tribea of Qraeoe (in the voids of oor great oommwiftitoff of BoBMcie 
odebrity) were inteUeetnally initiated in its odtnie^ historieal, philonipiueal, 
andpoUticaL

** Happier anticipations aa \inoongenial and adverse ; 

" 80 do you now proclaim, in the presence of all this assembly,

*' Assured of their value no leas, object not to that satisfaction ; 
" If not so, my right I resume, and at oneo will take for requital

** In 800th it but little concerns me, fur others m bravo and as valiant 
" ^^'ith honour remain to attend mo, and Jove above all my protector. 
** Yon of the Jove-lumotir'd Kings axe the moat ungndoas and hatelul, 




« If in vakur mperioily gifted, yen owe to the Godathe dictinetion. 

** And jum home with ytmr shlixs, and with all year compaTuons returning, 

** There o'er yuur mynniciuns reign, for I want not your aid and a&iistance, 180 

*' And reck not your anger ; but this do I furthermore menace and threaten • 

So» iior the kaa of my captive^ xeclaim'd aa she ia by Apollo, 
** And now ransom-free in my own ship sent and with escort, 
*' Yonn ia llie priae I etee^ and at onoe will take for zeqnital 
** Bnseis ; myself from your tent will talw her, a proof to afford you 185 
*' How in my pow'r 1 excel, and to others a warning in future 
*' Kot my vesentmcat to brave, or with me compete as my equals." 
"Ba aaid» and Aehillea waa wroth; and hia thonghto distmeted and doabtfiil 
Wliether to mah thro' the ozowd then at oooe^ and with inatantly-drawn awoxd 
ChaUenge and leave not alive wide-rding King Agamemnon, igo 
Or, to himself more true, to refrain and repress yet his anger. 
Wliilc in his luind and heart the perplexity thus he debattxl, 
Ue half drew his aword from it s scabbard, when Huddc-uly camo from Olympus 
liinerva, the Goddess of wisdom, iax white-atm'd Juno had aent her. 
Moved at the atxife^ and of botit with an equal fegard the protectress. i95 
Now toPelidea hastening, haek by the hair she withheld him; 
He then as suddenly turning, lo ! to his utter amazement 
(Plainly ruveul'd to himseli', but to othera lonnloss and unseen). 
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There stood Pinllas Hincrva. Thebhie-eyed OoddeM of wudom 

He at the instant knew, and with acclamation accosted : too 

" Duughtcr of JovL> (lie omnipotent, why hither come you, and whereforeP 

" la it the iaaoknt bearing of King Agamemnai to mtneaeP 

" Bnft ihni aiiuih I alBnn, and the aame ia bj Fate to vwarded, 

*' That maa'a uuoleot pride will en long drive him to madneaa.** 

Be Hud; and to him ihua anawer'd ihebhie-eyed €k)dden of wisdom : sos 

** Know that your wrath to appease, if it may be, I camo fn un Oly mpus, 

" Thereto by Juno deputed, — for seen from above was your conflict; 

" Her care abe extonda to you both* to the wdian of eitJmr attending. 

Now oome^ tnwe to year Tengeaiuwt aiid dnw not the awoidfr^ 
"Words are without limitatiOQi let them enffioe lor your anger. 2to 
" This do I ftirther declare, and the aame u by Fato lo awarded, 
" Threefold shall your reward be for compensation hereafter, 
" Wrong'd as at present you may be : witli this bo appeased nnri ^xsrsuaded." 
To whtnn in reply thw anawer'd the awift-iSooted warlike AchiUea ; 
*'Gh>ddei^ the wiidom and juatioe I own and revere of your eouniel, 2ift 
** Not but iwiKgnaint I fiael at the thoa|^t of my honour inadted, 
" But to obey is a datj no leas than a claim to protection/' 
So saying, with ponderous hand his sword in the depth of its scabbard 
Now to the hilt he repress'd, the divine injunction obeying. 
Again to the heighta of Olympua the falne^ed Minerva departed, sac 
The odeatial abodoi to regain of Jove and of aU the ImmortalB. 
Yet with implaisaUe wxalli BtQl ranUed the breaat of Adiilleq, 
Nor did he longer refrain from tiras Agamemnon upbraiding : 
*' Drunkanl, with eyes of a dog, and the lioart of a stag in your 1x)eom« 
" For to the front to advance aa a brave-hearted (Grecian in battle aa5 
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" Or to dM naone to ooiiiie« or from ambnah jom in Uio eanibat» 

'* Kenrer Taxn yon dared yenture, as deatii mush aehwinenMait regarding. 
" Tk'(t4.'r you deem it, and sjifcr in strife and contention prevailing, 
" Some fur Avorthier chief lo deprive in the camp of hia guerdon, 
« A peopLe-de?oiuiiig king ; and alike un-Gxedaa your mitgeotiiy 
" Or emu noir, 0 Atridaa^ bad ended your ii>«fti*<n* sumile. 
" But tiiia do I dmUuw, and am oath sopenidd to affirm it; 
" By this Bceptre I swear (not of leaves any longer or branches 
" Has it the increase borne since first from its trunk it was parted, 
" Nor shall it henceforth bear, by the sharp-edged axe of the woodman 
" Sem'd and ehom of its foliage, but tlie Gze^ had in hanour, 
« EmUem eateom'd ofoommand in the handa of kingB and of judgea, 
'* Jore'a vioegeienta on earth ;'->1]ien what more aolnmi to avear hy P) 
" Long and in vain shall the Gh-eeks the departure lament of Achillea ; 
** Nor is the day far distant when, your best efforts defeating, 
" Hector from Troy's high walls shall repel to their ahipa the AchsDOoa ; 
" HelpLeae vill yon be to aid them, and all your r^grete unayailing 
** That ever the heat and hnveat of all Cbeek ohie& yon didi<moai^d." 
So M^ing, Pdideehie eoefrfxe, villi bright gold itodded and blaaon'd. 
Threw as in soom to the ground, and his seat he resamed and was silent. 
Apart sat Atridcs, indij^uut and sullen. But presently uprosu 
Neetor, of I^los the king, and for wisdom and eloquence far famed : 
Prodent oonnsel he gave, and his irorda were as homey for sweetness. 
Two genentiooa of men ainee boiu he already had ontliTed, 
All to the grave dsfiarted, ao many the years he had nnmber'd; 
Still with the third deration the sceptre he wielded at ^loa. 
Thus to the warlike assembly his sage discourse he deliver'd : 
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Heav'ns, what direful strifo impends on the sons of Aohnia ! 
" Grutcful to Priam no doubt, and u j n' to hia numerous otlspring. 
*' HonirwiU the Trojans endi, and Miiideed Blight tl^ M6 
« Gould tihey but hflar« to una ahami^ theae ebuDitioiia of anger, 
** Hoafe luueenily in thoaatvlio m oonneil prondo as in oombat. 
*' But now listen to me, to an old man you who are younger. 
*' Men for their valour renowu'd have in tmiv» past been my associates; 
" Never by them was I slighted, nor undervalued my counsel ; SflO 
" We now aee not their equals, nor ever mfithinks shall again woe,^ 
** Brave FeirithihiB, Dijm, the ahefiliad'king of the peofile^ 
" OoBneoB, Eaadion, PolyphemQB, of godi the vepsded 
" Bxral, and Theseus bIbo, the godlike, begotten of iEgcus. 
** They were of all men the bravest of those of the past £»eneration, 86S 
" Bravest in warlike oonflict, and bravo were the foes they defeated. 
" Xhsj wen the men who eneonnter'd and lonted in battle the Oentauia: 
** I thsn aaU'd firain PyIo6» in that oonftdanite warfiue 
*' With them to afkr-off land and to fineign adTentote loooaediiig, 
« Jn. perils and toils their aaeodate, and most assuredly no one S70 
" In these degenerate dciys is with them to bo nanu d as their equal. 
" They my advice respected, and often by me were persuaded ; 
" Now he ye also pennaded, and turn not away fstm. my oonnad; 
" Ton, though first hi comniand, 0 Atrides^ retain not tiie damsel, 
*' NflSther reqiure fion AdiiUea the priie to his W 
** And yon, braye son of Pelens, aggravate not by reproeobes, 
" Nor yet further provoke widl^-ruling King Agamtimion. 
" You if superior to him by your valour, and born of a Goddess, 
*' He by the fitvour of Jove is with honoar and glovy inimted 
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** So much greater n» wider than yonw is his royal dominion, 280 

" More extended his nile, and his far more numerous subjects. 

" Now my advice is to honour with defeienoe due the Atridea, 

" Also Aohittea to lioiioiiri Ibr him we zegaid as a fortw s a ." 

He flSMt ; and to him in. rapfy wide-nding King Agamemoon : 

'* Aged leer, your advice u indeed ooiubtait with justice, ass 

*' But no agreement can bo witli that man who but liis own will 

" Sets up for sovereign rule, all claims but his own overbearing. 

" Wnmgie and quarrd he will, and his anogaau» must be lesisted. 

<< If he is hnmr (ihaa otheia, it is to lh« Gods that he owes it ; 

*'Biitwhatijghtdoesitgivehimin8tri£bandinqiiaiiclfoahowitP'' aoo 

ffim Pdides hastily interrupted and answer'd, 

" Worthless should I indeed be, and mine but a poor reputation, 

" If to your insolent rule but a blind submission I ronder'd : 

" Bole out to othenyonr oidflEiy onine to impose and enjoin Ihem 

" Pkesmne not* ftr flus I deolaxek that I never will heed or oh^ them. a95 

M Ihii do I Ibrther deolaie^ and the same yoa may plesse to remember, 

** Not for the sake of my guerdon, to me Ibr my valour awarded, 

** Will I to fight be induced, and with you or another to combat ; 

" But of my own proper goods, and of all that my ship has of value, 

" Woe to the man who ventures the smallest to take for a capture ; 300 

** Pierced with a merdleBS thmst of my quvering Isnoe throQd^ his vitals 

** Xbere he shall lie hot a coipse, and his Uaok Uood flow on the pavement." 

Thus having long contended, witii mntual threats and reproaches. 

They, with the numerous chiefs, from the council abruptly departed; 

Pelidee to his ship to return with Mcnoitiades went ; SOB 

But the Atrides commanded the ship to prepare liar the ooavoyi 
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Now with the rowers in place, and the hecatomb duly provided ; 

This conveniently etow'd, preparation was made for Chr3'aei» : 

Shortly the fiur maid oame^ she was led by the gallant Ulyaaea, 

And on <he wide-flowing ocean fiir Ohxyaa departed the convej. 3io 

Next ibr a gnnd liutmtion the anny was fiwm'd on the eeapehon; 

This hod Atrides commanded, the sundry aUvtionB regarding: 

Into the sea's deep fliiod thu impurities all they rejected. 

Then was a hecatomb offcr'd as wont for a propitiation. 

Bullocks and goats for a hanqiiet» the savoury odour for ineenee, 3I6 

Such with their prayers and tows was the aaerifioe made to Apollo.

80 i^ayiiig the pliantom departed, but he from his slumber awaking, 
Felt in his mind peiplex'd how beat the advice to aooompliahf 
He that day tmiting the city of 'PAm. to oaptove^ 
Fool-like^ of Jovo*s ikr deeper designs wnconsotons and recUess. 
Still by his vanity blinded, he could but increase the afflictums 
Both of the Trojans and Greek* by the hu^■t>c and slaughter of battle. 
Greatly excited he rose, and fancied ho heard yet around him 
Murmur the nesnge divine; but he hasten'd to draw on a vestment 
Gostly and sew, and to dothe with his regal maatk his ahoalders. 
Next on his feet he adjusted the sandals with ligatoores &sten'd. 
Then at his side suspended the silver-bilt glittering ftlchion. 
And with the ocvptro in hand, oi hid regul power tho emblem. 
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Went ao eqnipt to ike abips of IIia liraatHwooaitrad Aohmami. 
Bmt when ogdn Aurore witli roBe-eohmr^d fingers xemoving 

Niglit's dark curtain, }iad rcnder'd to gods oud to mortxils the daylight, 

Atrides commaudcd tho heralds, his usual orders attending, M 

Qniddy to go thro' the oamp and aoinmon the Qxeeka to a ooniunl; 

The hflndda thair office peifinm'd, and fhe Gieeka wora pron^j aaaamUed. 

Atiidea Hbm. to tilie bhieft, having fint cooaoltod with Neator, 

QaTe conunand in the ship of the Pylian sage to be aeetod; 

Then to the warlike aaacmbly his grave discourse ho deliver'd : 55 

" Hear me, my firiends, what a dream I've hud by Satumian Jove sent, 

" When in my tent I xepoaed in the dead of the night in a deep aleep ; 

** Suddenly tiiexe it appeared in the iom. and hahit of Neator, 

Near to my pilhnr it atood, and in andiUe mnda thna addreai^d me : 
** * Dost thou sleep, O Atridea. wailike King Agamemnon P 60 
*' * Not fur a statesman becomes it the whole night long to be sleeping,

76 
lie sui(i, and his seat be resumed. Then arose magnanimous Nestor, * 
King of the tribes who inhabit sandy dominiona of Fyloe ; 
Thus to the chieft assamUed hia sage diaooozae he deHTer'd: 
** Vneoik, tmaifem, and conraumdan, m oonnen. rounrn'd aa in 
*' Sorely this wonderfitl dream, had it been by another reported, so 
" ^rip;]it V)ut a fiction bo deom'fl, innvorthy our serious attention. 
" But the report of our chief is an undieclaimablo voucher : 
So let ni aim, if it may be!, the aona of Achaia fbr battle." 
He nid, and retired ftom his plao«» the debate in the ooimdl oondnding. 
And the asaembled wanioia with acclamation d^iarted. as 
First went the soeptred kings, and the crowd then presently after 
Sallied iniiK'tuously forth, like so many bees at a swarming ; 
Oft upon some lone rock from the clefta we have seen them emerging, 
Thai fly in dasiara anmnd, now heie« now there^ aa they gather, 
Hsapa upon heapa deaoend, and the apring-flowen eorer and darken ; flo 
So from the ahipa and tenta did the multitndinoiia warrion 
Poor on the wide sea-shore, the resort of the people in oommon, 
Now of the warlike crowd ; and the daughter of Jove a:ul reporter. 
Fame, was in that dense crowd that with noise incessant and uproar 
Moved* and the eaiihnuide groan with the trampling of men and efhonea^ S5 
Sre yet down they had settled ; but kmd as they shouted and damoax'd, 
Loader were heard nine heralds a pradamation reporting^ 
Messengers known and revered as Beporters of Jove and of monareha. 
But when the noise had at length subsided of clamour and uproar. 
All having quietly settled, then forth came King Agamemnon, too 
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Holding ihe sceptre in hand to liaa meeiUm giten by Yiikttu 

Vulcan at first had made it for Jove, the ( )!yiupian ruler ; 
Jove conferr'd it on Hennea, the slayer of Argus the giaut ;

So fttnn Thyestes hiatly to King Agamemnon Atridei^ 
Wlio over Argos reigns, and the proximate isles of the ocean. 
"With this regal sceptre in hand, thus spoke .Vgameranon :

" Now evil counsel devising, lie bida me, at once rc-cmbarking,

« strong ann, aa we know, haa flia greatest of et^ demolish'd, 
" And yet again may demolish, for Jove is m power rssisfless^ 
** fciad will it be to relate, and to all jmstoiity shameful, 

" If with their aggregate forces the Greeks ignobly retreating, 120 

** Giro vp the waxJike oomtest, unable in fig^t any hmger 

** Foes so inftrior to fiuwr-bnt yAat elee oan now be e^eetedP 

" If to the xelatiTe nnmbar we look of the Greeks and die Trojans, 



' Not by descent ns from father to son, hut by collateral nrcflllioil. for TllJMtM WM the 
brother of Atrcua, and Agamemnon was the nephew of Tbyeitei. 
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" Fsirly to OHtmsto boChy mi to ooin|Nito Ithcon togvthor, 

** Trojans we singly may reckon, as many as Tuny ho in numlxT, 125 

*' Greeks we may reckon by tens, and witli every decade at banquet 

" Seated and aerved by a Trojan, the latter as one to a decade, 

** Hove of ihe deoadea nmtliinVa ve aboold have tiiaa <tf Trqfana to aerre them ; 

*' So do die Greeks of our may eseeel in sramber Hbe Trojana 

*' WIio in the city inhabit ; bat theee, for iheir further proteetion, lao 

** Have from the neigbbouring towns auxiliaries gathcr'd together, 

" Aid to afford them in battle, to thwart my dosign'd opentioiia— 

'* Capture and priae to effisct of Priam'a fortified city;

He aaid ; and the listening crowd by bis plausible speech were persuaded. 

Unaware of his deeper design, nor conscious of what he intended. 

On went the aggregate crowd like the waTes of the wide-flowing ocean. 

When with the east and aonth winda riaa the loarian biUowa, 145 

Loah'd and in oonfliefc diiT'n, and the rain daaoanda aa in tomnti. 

Aa when a gale fton tho weat in a oom-field widely eKtendmg, 

Sweeps the recumbent blades that ince^ntly wave in disorder, 

So did the aggregate numbers with uproar move, and with clamour, 

Straight to the shipoi, and the aanda i^toae in eUmda from the trampling ifio 
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Bemelj arannd taoA above them ; and loudly they can'd to eaoh other 

All to the ships to repair, and to launch tlicm at once on the ocean. 
Soon were the ropes uncoil'd, and the ships made loose from their moorings. 
And as the work pEOoeeded, again ihejr ahouted and damonr'd. 
Off tiien (ihe GMnliad against Ilate gone if it pomUyooiiM i» 
Hod not Juno perceived £t, and Urns she appealed to IGnenra : 
«< 0 invxDoiUe daughter of Jove the Ol3anpian ruler, 
** See how ignobly the Greeks in their sail-rigg'd sliips rc-craburkiug, 
" Hasten from Troy to return on the vast intractable ocean ; 
*'Friam to leave to exulty and the Trojans to boaat of retainmg i6o 
" The Argive Helen among them, whose rape was the cause of the quarrel, 
« And i^Nm whose aoooant aueh nnmbers of GiwIdb have been daaghtar'd. 
*' Go, for it hfoola not delay, to the hrass-aoooutred Achaeans ; 
" Stay their ignoble rotroat, and by fervid and kindly ontrcnty 
" Tiy to prevent them £rom flight, and from launching thoir ships on the 
ooaan." I6s 
fflie said ; and was paronqpilj obsty'd hj flu Une-ejed goddess Ifinerva. 
EQie her departure at onoe £ram the anow^wver'd heists of Oljupiis 
Hssten'd, and p rc a c nfly oame to the sail-rigg'd ships of the Oreouns ; 
There she Ulysses beheld, for his wisdom renowii'd and for pruduucc, 
Near to his ship, but aa yet there was no preparation to launch it, 170 
For with a geaeroos somw his heart and mind were afflicted. 
Him then, as near ahe appmadi'd, the bine-eyed Minerva aoooated : 
M Godlike son of Lmites, fer wisdom vanown'd and linr prudenoe^ 
" Is it again to return with precipitate flight ye are ha8t*ning 
*' Buck in your aail-rigg'd ^hips the intractabk- ocean 1<i Iravrrsc, 175 
** Priam to leave to exult, and the Trojaus to boast of retaining 
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*' Tb» Aigtn Belen ttmong HMD, ftr wlum in llie oonfliot dhMe

Straight on his way then he went to the King Agamemnon Atridea, I8S 

Who nov lent him the sceptre, the inoomqptiUe emhUm 

Qfmajeity; this ho iqpliflid, and the bias»4M»oiiti^ 

Xltem trith lhair Unga and chielb in thdr hooneward flight he ameted, 

And with enoouraging worda andUndly entreaty exhorted : 

•* BraTe-hearted warriors like you it becomes not by fear to bo vanquish 'd : 190 

" Qnickly return, and the camp nor you nor let others abandon. 

The aim. of Atridea you iknow not, nor what in his mind ia intended

" Heaven-derived is his honour, and Jove above all ia his guardian." 
But when a h>w plebeian he saw who shouted and ohunour'd, 
lEBm with tho aoaptn ho alndi« and with atemer leproof xcjprimaadad : 
''UmnannedydaTO^ atandbai^ and learn to give place to yonrhetten; * aoo 
** Oease tram yoor damonr and noiee, imwarHke helpless pretender, 
*' NeviT a varkt ;inioiig ye was known in the field or in coimcil. 
« Xruly absurd do I call it for all to pretend to be rulers, 
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** Boptthr nle still w»; let one ham aloiw ihe dominion, 

*• One for supremacy-sake; for the popular safety and welfare 308 

" Best one king, one chief, fio that all their allegiance may tender." * 

TbuB tluo' the host he pvooeeded; bnt they to the oounoil letuming 

EERSteii'd along witk iSttB mmd ftom the ships and {he tents as tliey gathered. 

Shouting with noise and uproar, as when the tamnltaoiia ocean 

Bolls huge waves to the heaoh, with the mxrge and InUows resounding. SIO 

Those at the council arrived in expectant silence were waiting. 

Save Thcrsite« alone, who persisted in noiaily brawling. 

Taunts and derisioii he loved, and to him fiml woids were fioniliar, 

Ifot aneth as deoeoogr daims vtth wafonam in ooaunranioation: 

Kerrer a varlet so worthleis on Ilion's shore had descended ; 

Most uncouth was his person, with one loot lame, and ho squinted ; 

Hid was his chest by his shoulders, and nearly of angular structure 

So misshaped was his head, and with lank haur scantily atprinlded. 

Hostile to an mankind, he espeoiallj hated AehiUes, no 

Huoh too Ulysses he hated, hot now above all Agamemnon 

Blamed with hia shrill harahToioe; ibrhelmewthattheOredEshadwithsoraMSS 

Felt, that the King Agamemnon their courage had doubted and tempted. 

Thus with his scurrilous tongue Agamcnmon he loudly upbraided : 

*' What now £rats yon, Atridesf what new cense havB yon fiurolamonrF MS 

" Stored are your tents with your wedth, and of aU die most beantiftd osntiTea 

** OlioaM ymt have had by praoedsnoe as first in eonmiand of Oe

*' Jlome let ua go in our bliips, and leave him hia sjxiil and his booty 
** Here to enjoy and digest, that bo he may learn from experience

Thus he derided and scoff'd at Atndos, the king of the people. 
Him then with aoom mrvejing^ thus ■niwer'd the noble XJlyaaes :

** Oeaae yoor saperion to bUme^ nor levd at kings your rerilings. 
** Of the oonftdenito Greeln tiiat on IKon'a shore ever landed 
** None 80 worthless as you do we find in tlic ranks of the army ; 

So much more the offence of your acuizibua talk is revolting, 
" Your vitiq^enitkni of hinga^ ond yonr nigent demand fot retvnung* an 
** What mqrhereaft»befidl, and iHketherlbr good or for evfl 

the pw$eetod«etiini,U beyond tMUMirta^ 
** But why blame the Atrides, iixe shepherd and king of the people ? 
** Why for the gfifts do you blame him, whicli all other brave-hearted Qiociana 
** Have to his praise conferr'd, though you give ««tliifig bat alanderP 9M 
'< Bnt thia do I deelaxv^ and it apeedily ahall be aooompliih'd, 
** If ever more I hear your ahudw and aonniloiia chunoui

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*' Then gholl the head of UlysBes no longer remain on hia shoulders, 

" Nor ever more shall Tclemachus greet the return of his father, 

" If at the iustAnt I do not your garments forciUy strip ofl^ S0O

Hore to the satis&oCion of those who beiield him than pitied. 

Some one you might then have heard in the crowd exclaim to hia neighbour, 270 

" Ye Gods ! what a wonderful change has the noble Ulysses acoomplish'd, 

*' £ii8t as inooonoil toguide, so in oombat tolead ns with honour. 

** ypur abore all the AnhaMms he shows his si^erior merit; 

*' Bs in an instant lias brought the kqiiaoioiM ranter to silenoe^ 

- Nor dol ihink hell rasUy inenr soeh a penalty henoefbrCh, S78 

" Proud UM he is of his hatred of kings and of all his superiors." 

Thus in the crowd they remark'd ; but the noble and gallant Ulysses 

Stood with the soeptie in hand, and beside him the bine-eyed Minerra. 

She in a henJd'e ftxm oeonmaoded llie people to ailenci^ 

And giving notioe to all, fh»k the highsat degree to ibe lowest no 

Osll'd ^em togeUier to oome to assist at the gensnl eonnoiL 

Then to address the assembly the noble Ulysses proceeded : 

" Atrides, the Greeks it appears your royal standard deserting, 

" Here would abandon, and leave yon a ioandal to all generations; 
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*' Not such tho oaths and vows they formerly plig)it(Nl at Arf^s, S8S 
" But now forfeit ; not Troy do they care any longer to capturo^ 
" Nor to the piiae a«|^ of Trojan teeasnres and ovptivin. 
" Tkgf wilih tiw fiifliarlw oipliaiu^ and widowa bereft of their huebandi* 
" Lamentallon mlng^ togeOier, amdd^ftnr retuning. 
'* Grieroos indeed to endure is the hardship of anoih a bereaTement. ago 
" Wlio but if ubiitat a muntb from his home, from his wife and liis children, 
" Feels not a sorrow at heart when driv'a by tho winds and the tompeat» 
Away he ia home in the ehip on the Yravea of the vide-flowing ooean f 
" We to the now ninth year hare home thia painM benarement* 
'* Nor ia it hard to heliere if tiie Oredn ntnr long ibr retanmig w 
*' Home to their wiTes and ehfldren, hat woree jet and greater the grievanco, 
" TTome to n.'turu desjiuiring of all that wo camo to accomplish. 
" But now courage, my friends, and remain till time shall demonstrate 
** What waa predicted by Oalohae^ the aame whether troa or a fiotion. 
" Full well may we remember, aa max^ have seen and can witness 300 
" Whom Fata qparea yet awhile in their mortal oaraer to oantinne^ 

How when at Anlia we landed with this oonfederate army, 
" Priaxn in war to encounter, and woes to iutlict on the Trojans, 
" TIgw then an altar we built on the marginal bank of a fountain, 
" There to the Qoda onr vows to peifinrm and a aacrifioe <^br, aos 
** Near to a beantafbl pkna-tre^ and onder the ahade of its bnaohes. 
" Aprod^then webehdd: ficom tiie gnnmd near the altar a aerpent, 
" Fierce as from Jove, upstarted, the most terrific of monsters, 
** Hideous with blood-stain 'd scalea. To the plane-tree it suddenly darted^ 
" Where on tho uppermoet branches, and under the foliage nestlings siO 
" A mother-bixd nurtnred her brood, and eight yonng oallowa she ooontad. 
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" These with tho mothcr-hird reckon'd were nine precisely in number; 

" First with its ravenous jawa on the eight young callows it fastcn'd, 

« Gnuh'd and derooi'd; at that imtant, and near to her perishing o&piing* 

" Fluttered and horer'd arrand them fha modiM^bbd piteoady icnaming; 3i» 

** Her lyjr the wing hanng canf^ tibia nunater aa greedily ewaUotw'd. 

" Ibrvenom tiiea waa th« eeqnel ; no aooner the teniUe aerpent 

** The ill-lu(ed birds had devour'd, than into a stone it was transform'd, 

<• Inanimate, bloodless, and cold ; of the power of Jove who had sent it 

" Moat muaouloua proof ; we beheld all mute with amaaement, ata 

« Our laonioe made to tlta Ooda ao aooa by ihe prodigy felUnr'd. 

** OaUhaa in augury akill'd hia report thua garo of tibo omen: 

* What fear ye, and why so alam'd, ye eomely-haix^d sona of Aehaiaf 
** ' Sent by oiujiipotcnt Jove is the token which here we have witncss'd, 
" ' Slow in its execution, and late but gloriously ending. 326 
" ' Am waa derour'd by the serpent the innocent brood of the callows^ 
« « Jiani ^tm. {he mother-bird nest» and in number to nine they amounted,

I miSii my IbUowing band waa among the avziliaTa oovnted, 
'* There too in battle array came the Anmzons, manly -iirugos ; 190 
" Those compared with the host of Achaeana were fewer iu number." . 
Thia having aaid, he reaamed the inquixy, in jBsea obaerving; 
« Tell me, my danfl^iter, of that man yonder, hia name and hie offioe ; 
** Hot in appearanoe eo taU by Hie head aa the King Agamemnon, 
*' Broader hie ahoalderg tne t hinh a, and hie cheat eeema ampler and wider; IW 
*' His arras on the groimd he has laid, his sliiuiiig Bhicld and his javelin, 
*' lie like the antlcr'd buck overpeering the group of his comnulcs. 
" lake to a full-grown ram in the midst of the aheep when at paattire^ 
** Stateliflr halhan the othen^ hie fleecy oompamiona aorrcyiag.*' 
To him then the beautiibl Helen, from Jove deioended, thua aawwr'd: too 
" The am you behold of Liertea, the well-inatmoted Ulysses, 

Ithaca's sea-girt isle is the seat of his royal dominion ; 
*' In the resources of craft he excels, and is noted for prudence," 
She said ; and next Antcnor took up the word and addieaa'd her : 

** That waa in truth well said, and the same I affinn from ea^ierieiioes MS 
- For in my iomm days I have aeen and remember Ufyaaes, 
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" Then for yourself on nn embassy, also the King Menolaus ; 

" Entertaining them both at tlie time, I especially noticed 

*' WlMt were the qualificationa of eeoh, andibeir prudent opiiuoiis. 

QQV all mwmblw! togeHier, no 

** fHniMling CTBct Ifaielitqa wat known hy the breadth of lu» dhoddera;

Priam a thud time qneetion'd, hia eyea having fix'd upon Ajax : ssft 
" Wlio is that other Achtfan, the tall stout man at his right hand? 

Ho by the head and uhoulders exceeds the AchncHns around him." 
Him in reply thoa anaww'd the long>robed beautiful Helen : 
<* He ia the warlike Ajaa^ tha atrangth eateem'd of the Oieciana. 

Idomanaoaia that othw, the godlike king of the Ocetana; «30 
** Thtf whom tiie king addreiaea are Cratan waixioia hSa aubjeota. 
" Often received aa a guest by the fiivonr*d of Mare, Henelaiu, 
" A Tint he made at our court when ho came irom his Cretan domiuious. 
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** K<m distincdj I we all I3ie otlier Uabk^fltyed AdtowaMj 

" And of their names and persons your fiirther inquiry oan answer ; flas 

" Two yet in vain I seek on the hostile plain to discover, 

*' Gaatw, the tamer of horsee, and Pollax» the eminent athlete ; 

*' Thoae are my braihen gennan, of the aame fond mother the oGbpring : 

" Waa it not hither they came from our natiye land Laoed wm mP 

** Or vith that hoet arriTed, in the ahipa do th^ purposely loiter, S4D 

** Iioath to unito with the warriors their late companions in battle, 

*' Ashamed of the cuusc-, uud the scandal ray present condition attending f" 

Thus Helen ; but they fur away in their native land wcro remaining^ 

ITor from the peaoeful ahore had departed of £ur LaoedsBmoo. 

Now had the heralds retnm'd, and tnooght iram the town as waa order'd MS 
Two lamlM, white and block, and wine of the fruit <tf the Tintage : 

This was in vcsseLs of goat-skin brought, and a chalice of pui-e gold 

Abo, with golden cups, was brought by the herald Idaeus. 

Thus to the aged Priam the herald his meange deUWd : 

" Biae, 0 eon of Laomedon, tnataotljr ana yoa united, MO 

*' Both hy tile l^aa ohiefr and the hnaa-aooovtied Aohfeana, 

" Down to the iilain to oome^ and a tmoe wi& your presenoe to aanction. 

** There Aleacander the godlilce, and King Mcnelaus in combat 

" Singly, •with sword and BjK'ar, their rival pretensions detennino, 

" Who in the fight shall prevail shall Helen obtain and her treasures. 359 

** Already a truee they haye made^ and a treaty have sworn to on both aides, 

** Tlia Trojana from war to deaia^ and the Ghreeica theh^ 

** To Aigoa fbr hotaea raiown'd, and Adiaia ht beautifiil womm/' 

He aaid ; and it grieved the old kin^ hat at onoe his semnta he ordered 
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QokUy ihfloartoiin|»z«!,aiidtikeiiiaiinti^^ M> 

Priam mounts to the scat, and the long reins takes in his own hands; 

Next Antenor mount-s at the side of the royal conductor, 

And to the plain they drive by the Scfoan giito from the oity. 

When to the plain they had ocaae, and the Trojans unong and AchiwuiH, 

Down flmn the oar tliey aligh^ and on foot witli the heralds ptooeedad att 

Stndgbt to the intennadiato gmmd lioth azmiea dmding. 

Then to the front adntnoed wide-raling King Agamemnon, 

He and Uly^es beside ; when the heruldis, their office performing^ 

Placed at the altar the victims, the wine pour'd into the chalice, 

And for tha Kings brought water their oatattetoh'd hands to b e sp ri nkle. S70 

Atridfis with ootlaas in hand, for this he had drawn from the soabbaid 

(Near to the poadarooa sw«id it waa always hung from hia baldric). 

Oat from the heads of the Tiotims the tofted wool, and the heralds 

Dealt it around to the chiffc* of the Trojuus alike and Achajum. 

Aloud then Airides pray'd, with hia hands uplifted and outstretch 'd : 878 

" JoT^ who from Ida reignas^ omnipotent^ e?erlasttng^ 

And thou gknioua oils aflpsnring cgre of ereatian, 
" Earth, seas, floods, and xiTen, and aU jon Powers Lifomal, 
" Who for Huir orimes Tisit dead men, and tcRnents prepare for the perjured, 
** Witness, and he ye avengers to this our solemn engagement ; SSO 
" If Alexander prevails, and in combat defeats Meueliius, 
" Ho for the prize of his valour shall Helen obtain and her treasures ; 
** And to Aohaia again the Greeks shall retom on the ooean. 
" Idkeinae if llensliiia in oonbal defoats Almnrndw, 

'* llien shall the Trojans at once &ir Hden herself and her treasuiea ssft 

" Bender, and pay moreover, as justice roquireis, an amansmmty 
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** Snbh M nuj Mm tot % mmbg to all geuntioQii in fMnra. 

" But if the oompensation from Priam, or Priam's descendants, 

" Should be unjustly withheld, although Alexander be vanquish'd, 

" To anus will I therefore recur, such compensation reclaiming, 990 

HeM the ho«tib field to i«nain tiU the end of iho ooiitest'^ 
This having ttid, with hie cndaaa the Tietim-lembe he bdieaded. 
And on the gnmnd ae they ftU lay the headleaa trankB of the inotima 
TiMMiiwiate now and deftmct, for so tiienr oxistenoe had ended. 
Next wiia tlie wine outpour'd, and the cups were fill'd from the chalice 295 
A libation to make, and their pruycrs and tows they repeated. 
One then waa heard to easelaiin, ia the midat of the Gxeeka and the Itejana: 
M o onm^Mtent Jan, and all ye oihar Lnmortala, 
" Who of thia aoleinn tow ahall dare tnnagteaa the injunction, 
** So may hia ]ifo>blood flow aa the wine outpoured on the pavement; 90O

Ho pray'd they ; but no appro vol by ftivouriug Jove was accorded. 
Then Troy** aged king eame forward, and thua he addreaa'd Uiem : 
" Hear me, ye warlike Trcgani and Inwa-aoooutied Adusana, 

Again lirom the plain I goto ratoxn to the towera of Ilion. aos 
" m eoald theae eyea endore to behold my hdored Alexander 
** Deadly encounter wage with the favour'd of Mars, Mcnclaus : 
" Jove knows how it shall end, but it is not lor mortala to foreknow 
" Which of the twain by his fall his destin'd end shall acocHupluh." 
He aaid; and the alaughter'd lamba having plaoed in the oar» he remounted aio 
Into the aeat in fiont» and the long reina took and adjuated ; 
ITaar to tiie aged Ung ea before Antenw tenioanted, 
And from the plain they drove, to the towen of Iliou returning. 
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Hector, tho bravo eon of Prium, togetlier with noble Ulysses, 

!&Ieaeared with equal stops tho appointed ground for the OOmbat. 31t 

Two wgnifiqmt lota in. a braaen Iielmet they minglfid, 

TheaeviditheiiaiiiiBa inacribedof the oombatanta cue and the other. 

So to decide who fint hia apeir ahanld hurl at hia xxvaL 

"Pnjm and vowa were rqieatod in <hia soqwose by the peofAe, 

And lhu8 some one exclaim'd in tho midst of the Greeks and the Trojans : 320 

" Jove, who firom Ida reignest, omnipotent, cverListing, 

** Which of the twain moot wrongful in this long war has involved ua, 

'* Him aiay hia rival in ama diamiaa to the region of Plato; 

** So may tho nght be aanrted, and peaoa reataKod to natkma." 

So aaid they; bnt vadike Hector, hia eyea then backward aiverting, asB 

The helmet shook with the lots, and straight outieapt Alexander's, 

Which at the instant was pick'd up and loud pr(« laiin'd by the heralds. 

All then form'd in ranks, and the issue awaits in silence. 

Each in hia pkMse, with the honea at rest and their anmonr aside laid. 

Now Ibr ihe combat psapaved, by uaoming hia g^ttormg amuwr, aao 

The godlike prince Akacander, the apouae of the beantiM Halan: 

Hret on his thighs and legs the ouding greavee he adjusted, 

Th<Mo with glittLi-iiig t lasps of solid silver he fastcn'd ; 

Next with a splendid cuirass his well-form'd bust he encompass'd,— 

The cuiraaa waa that of hia brother Lyeaon, but Paris it fitted. 33S 

A baldrio ho thzafw o'er hia dioulderai and thflvewith a glittering la^^ 

Studded with dlTcr and hcam, and am^ hu ducid waa and aolid. 

Wa head with a helmet of brass, well-fitted and ermted with homeihair, 

He covcr'd, and grand was the wave of the spreading plume that adoru'd it ; 

Also the pointed lance to lus hand well-adaptod ho bundled. S40 
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So too aflmmed for oombai the brave Ifenelfttn his armour. 

Fearful it was to behold them, and all aeem'd struck with amazement. 
Each to the front advanced of the Trojan lines and Achcean, 
Thiere in the midst to engage with his well-arm'd rival in combat ; 
ISeraeweratlieirthreateniiiglooluofiinifenalbatea]^ 346 
JXow on HhB moMimd gfound vntn tkft oawibatonti lunt to cMjih othflC} 
Shaking their thnetaning lanoee with angiy and menaeing aspect. 
The fight Alexander began, and his spear ho hurl'd at his rival : 
Full on the shield uplifted it fell of the warlike Atrides ; 

But from the brazen orb with its blunted point it reboiindBdy 360 

Bepell'd by the ringing ahield; hut era MeneUiaB xetorted, 

Poinng hit thnatening lanoe^ these woida as m jsijer he nMsr^d: 

« O Jove, ^vo IDA to pmiih that kiHeaB loelM aggroaaor, 

" False Alexander, Hut ahun by my vengeful arm he may perish ; 

" So that in time yet to come it mar fill mankind with abhorrence, S5» 

" FalBcly titeir host to deceive, and rcquito him with wrongs for his fjiondship." 

He aaid; and with vigonraa am hnrl'd swiftlj the apear at his rival: 

Full on the ahield it atmek «rfflie godlihe man Alwandiir, 

Fievoed it unpetuoua throngh, and his mail'Covei'd oonilfltaiid tome 

Frightfully tore in ite coone, and his flank deaoended alongride^ afio 

He havin<^' brut ut the moment had tbu^ but eluded the death-blow. 

Atride.s, when this he beheld, with his sword now drawn from the scabbard 

A pondenma blow diaoharged on the ringing oome of the hebnet; 

Lutantly diiver'd in fragmanta the awoid firamhia band to the gromid ftlL 

Groanihg heavily, llien he eidami'd, as if Hiaaven vpbnidin^ ats 

" O Jove, flife of die Godi^ there are none ao emel aa then artt 

*' Suroly indeed had I trusted tho false Alexander to punish,

But Venus, the daughter of JoTe, from above had noticed the conflict ; 37fi 

All unseen she came and divided the band uf the helmet, 

Only the empty helmet the grasp of the victor retaining ; 

FIiiDg to the groond aa in faiinnph, and thejy in their kaepng letain'd it^ 

StiU with hia imth Qtt^ppeaNd, he iraa haateoing again to eo^^ aao 

Arak'd witSi his hnm-headed spear ; but Venoa Ike other emrelop^d 

(What cannot Oods achieve P) in a cloud of impervious dai luicss, 
And to the distant retreat of his perfumed chamber convey 'd him, 
llien wentHeleatooaU. Qnatover atthe vaUttf theoi^ 
Her did the Okiddoee deeoxy, bj her Tn^ui maidena attended. sea 
BoSdj ajipHNMthing die pnll'd very gentty the Idd of her gannaiil» 
flemiblanoe in fbrm and in qweeh of a tniety old woman aaeanuttg^ 
Erst at the loom employ'd in her former service at Sparta ; 
Wool she had carded the fmest, and much was in faTOur with Helen.

" Thither will I not go, to reproach exposed and to censure, 
« His oouch and hia bed to share; for the women of Troy, aa thay well may, 
** Would with repraaehea i^braid me; no end do I find to my aoRowa.** 
To bar, but with angry eipreanan, thna anawei^d oelealul Yenna i 
"Baah woman, ftar to provoke me $ beware leat fiir ever I leave you *4is 
" More yet luy luitc to endure, lluiu my \o\c yon havf liad ami my favour, 
** Lest of your beauty denuded you come to be hideous and loatbaome 
** Both to the Trojans and Greeks, and no ead you'll find to yonr aomiwa." 
She aaid ; and the Jove-deaoendad Helen waa greatly affingbted ; 
Quickly her veil she resumed, and covering herself with her mantle, 420 
SQent and unattended ahe baatan'd to ftUow tiie Goddeaa. 
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Thus to ftf» wJiioe iShm oune of the nriiioe. and tho frnwilft tMmnAtmim 

Hiere found all at their poet their domeatio duty performing ; 

Straight to the canopied chamber the peerless beauty a^ceudcd, 

Le<l by the Goddess, who now to a scat her attention directing, 4S5

In search thro' the Trojan ranks of the godlike man Alexander. 

Then did the Trojaiis alike and the Greeks for the fugitive look oat» 

But none found Alexander to show him to hrave Menclan^ 

lietther a friend had he fimnd* fiom the brave Mendaoa to lenen hioi, 

HBUinoantem^liy fhfluaDtandironefliaadealihivaaheha 4U 

Rceenfly ihtteftiie advondng, flias q^oto 

** Hear, ye asBemUed w a wiow, Trojans, Greeks, and retainers, 

** Victory plainly belongs to the favour'd of Mars, Menelaus ; 

" Therefore the Argiye Helen herself and her treasozee together

Henad; and with shoote of qiplaiiae wae greeted ty all the Adiwme 
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
